A well-dresse. woman who gave hier 
name as Mrs. Marian Henson and said 
she lived at 1625 Menard street, was ar- 
rested as she left the office of the Post- 
ispatch Tuesday. She is held at the 
Four Courts pending an investigation 
into the story told by Michael Murtaugh 
of 6837 Cozzens avenue, who says 
that he was swindled out of $90 a month 
ago by a woman he met through a 
matrimonial advertisement. 

Immediately after the transaction, 
which cost him $9. Murtaugh caled at 
police headquarters and made com- 
plaint. 
vertisement in the Sunday  Post-Dis- 
patch of Aug. 18, which read as fol- 
lows: “Respectable, refined widow of 
ob, but not stylish, vill marry man —— 
will pay off a mortgage of $225 on her 
farm,’’ Answers were to be sent to a 
box number at the Post-Dispatch. 

Murtaugh Auswers “Ad.” 

Murtaugh said that he answered the 
advertisement and that a woman called 
on him later. He said she was tall and 
slender, had auburn hair and two gold 
teeth in front. She gave her name 4s 
Esther V. Jennings and said she had 
come from Xenia, O., where Ahe mort- 
gaged farm was located. She said she 
Was employed as a telephone girl and 
had an aunt living in Kimmswick, Mo. 

Murtaugh said that the woman, who 
seemed to be anout 40 years old, called 
to see him several tingses and their court- 
ship progressed rapidly. They arranged 
to be married, he said, and he gave her 
$90 Aug. 31, the arrangement being that 
she should return to her home in Ohio 
to adjust the mortgage and-that--she 
would then come back to Si. Louis and 
they would be married. She did not re- 
turn when expected and Murtaugh com- 
plained to ilie wolice. 

Detectives Finan and Keaney were de- 
tailed to the case. They came to the 
Post-Dispatch and after a talk with the 
manager of the Want Ad Department 
of the paper a trap was set for the ad- 
vertiser. The detectives remained on 
guard at the office of the Post-Dispatch 
for two weeks, but the woman did not 
call for her mail again though there 
were answers for her in the box. 

At 11 a. m. Tuesday a woman called 
at .the. office of the Post-Dispatch and 
presented a card entitling her to letters 
addressed ‘R 61."’ 

The Want Ad manager was notified 
and he pressed a button which warned 
Detectives Finan and Keaney, who were 
near the front door... The woman did not 
wait for all her mail, but told the clerk 
that she was in a hurry, as she had to 
catch a train, and left the office. Detec- 
tive Finan followed her. 

The detectives spoke to her and when 
he noticed that she stromgly resembled 
the woman given by Murtaugh he todk 
her into custody. She protested at her 
arrest and said that the letters just 
given to her at the Post-Dispatch did 
not belong to her and that she was on 
her way to the Postoffice to mall them 
to the woman to whom they did belong. 

She was taken to Police Headquarters 
where she was questioned by Assistant 
Chief of Detectives McCarthy. She said 
that her name is Marian Henson and 
that she is married, but she refused to 
say anything about her husband. She 
said that she lived with her mother, 
Mr&. Long, at 1625 Menard street. 

When questioned about the letters 
she denied that she had caused the ad- 
vertisement to be inserted and she said 
she knew nothing about what the letters 
were for. 

She said that he had got the letters 
at the request of a woman she had met 
in a department store and who had 
asked that the letters be sent to an ad- 
dress in St. Charles, Mo. 

She said that she had never heard of 
Murtaugh and had never called on him 
or promised to marry him. 


Got a Few Letters. 

Only five or six of the letters ad- 
dressed to “‘R 61” were given to the 
woman. The others will be returned to 
the writers or sent to the dead letter 
office. Though many of them were 
mailed in St. Louis, others came from 
Terre Haute, Ind., Decatur, Ill, Car- 
roliton, Ill., East St. Louis, Quincy, UI. 
Etlah, Mo., and various other places. 

At 1627 Menard street Tuesday an 
elderly woman was found. She said 
that her name was Long and that 
her home was in Kirkwood. She sald 
that the flat was occupied by Elmer 
Stire and his wife and that she was 
Visiting them for a few days. She de- 
nied being any kin to Marian Hen- 
son, but said that Mrs. Henson oc- 
casionally visits the Stires and that &

Si. Louis tax collections for Septem- 
ber, 1907, were more than one million 
dollars less than during the correspond- 
ing month of last vear. 

Out of $11,012,16 taxes now due on 
rroperty assessments aggregating $600,- 
000,000, about one-third, or $3,538,918.72, 
has been paid into the city treasury. 

On taxes paid between Sept. 1 and 
% a discount of 8 per cent was allowed. 
But this important financial concession 
failed to attract the United Railways 
Co... against which a tax bill of nearly 
$300,000 has been rendered; the Laclede 
Casiight Co., owing $200,000, and the 
St. Louls Terminal Association, $200,000. 


Railroads Lose Interest. 

All of the St. Louis roads, with the 
exception of the Wabash, Missour! Pa- 
citiec and St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern, have also forfeited the $ per 
cen” discount. 

No taxpayer, however, is adjudged a 
delinquent until after Dec. 31, when he 
is required to pay 6 per cent on the 
amount in arrears. 

Ti:e bacxwardness of tax ‘eotections 
gives the city about $590,000 less warhing 
capitul than it had a year ago, whiie 
the yublic sehool and public iibrary 
fur.d and the Slate treasury also suffe: 
a joint loss of the remaining $0.606. 

Money Market Tight. 

George Nevible, chief clerk in Collector 
HMagerman’s office, said to a Post-Die- 
patch ieporter that the falling off in 
taxes is the direct result of. a tight 
money market. 

“The big corporations,” said he, ‘‘ai- 
most invariably avail themselves of tlre 
8 per cent discount allowed This yenr 
they have. proba»iy needed considerable 
sums for improvement and rather than

Whitlow said that for more than two 
years the girl had made life a burden 
for him by her unceasing attentions. 
Ile. suid he went to the Sapp home a 
week ago last Friday night to urge her 
for the last time to cease her unwelcome 
attentions, and that she made threats 
of suicide, which she had repeatedly 
made before, unless he reed. to go 
away with her. 

‘The next thing I knew,” he said, 
“she made a slash with the razor to- 
ward her throat. I thought she was 
trying to scare me. She made a second 
slash and then screamed. She made a 
third cut across her throat and stag- 
gered pox against the fence. I grabbed 
toward’ her and seized her right hand. 
I got the razor. 
her threat, then I heard her mother 
coming from the kitchen. 

“I stepped over the back fence. I 
walked ‘south down the alley, walked 
west to the next street and then stopped 
and listened. I heard the mother scream 
and then I ran straight home. As I en- 
tered my back yard I suddenly remem- 
bered for the first time thet I held the 
razor. I washed it off in’ a bucket of 
water and slipped it in my pocket. I 
could still hear the girl's mother scream- 
ing and ran into the house and told my 
wife and family that something awful 
had happened. 

Says He Dropped Rasor. 

“T left the house and walked uptown 
to the Sapp residence. I pushed up with 
the crowd and dropped the razor on the 
ground. That is how the whole thing 
happened.”’ 

Whitlow told the officers that he and 
the girl had never been intimate. 

He is the man with whom May Sapp’s 
rame was connected years age when 
she was a pupil in the country school 
near Bronson, of which he was the 
teacher. 

He declared that the stories told years 
ago were untrue and that he has never 
been guilty of any improper conduct 
toward her. He said that he had seen 
her only a few times since she went to 
school to him, up to two years ago last 
August, several months after the Sapp 
family moved to Moran. He said that 
during August, 19065, the girl called. to 
him one day as he was passing along 
the street. She asked him to come over 
to see her that night, as she wanted to 
tell him something. He went and says 
the girl told him she loved him and 
couldn't live without him. 

Diseouraged Her Suit. 

He told her, he said, that he was a 
married man and.loved his family ard 
could see no reason why she should 
want to bother him. She continued to 
urge him to go away with her. He re- 
fused, but met her often clandestinely 
and tried to argue her out of her infat- 
uation for him. 

According to his story these secret 
meetings lasted only a few minutes 
night near the fence of the Sapp 
and continued until winter, He 
quit going to her fiome. Along 
following February she came 
home one night and left her f

lrish Birth Rate Leads. 

The Irish Registrar-General’'s Blue 
Book for 1906 shows that although the 
English marriage rate is three times 
that of Ireland, the birth rate of the 
former is only slightly greater. Rough- 
ly, five Irish marriages produce 23 chil- 
dren, but 15 English marriages result in 
only 27 children. 

Infants appear to be better cared for 
in Ireland than in any other part of 
the British sles. Ireland’s infant mor- 
tality (under 12 months) was 93 per 1000 
births, while Scotland shows 116 and 
England 133. 

A rapid increase of population would 
take place ‘in Ireland but for the ex- 
cessive annual drain of emigration. Last 
year the births exceeded the deaths by 
20,109, but the tide of emigration carried 
away 35,344 persons, and so the Regis- 
trar-General, in his report, cuts down 
the present estimated population by 
6235. 

Yet the volume of emigration has been 
appreciably diminishing during the last 
decade. Marriages have been increas- 
ing in number, the birth rate has also 
been growing higher, while the death 
rate is diminishing.

pamphlet which takes the darkest view 
of the future of the human man. He 
says there is abundant evidence to prove 
that man has reached his highest devel- 
opment and is on the eve of reversion 
to his original type, or at least to some 
tye far inferior to the existing one. 

“Human life and its conditions are so 
eiaborate now that the human organs 
have become more. specialized, more 
sensitive and consequently more liable 
to disease,’’ writes the physiologist. ‘‘So 
these super-sensitive, easily diseased or- 
gans must deteriorate and wiih the de- 
teriorization of its organs must come 
the degeneration of the race.”’ 

' Cancer a Great Danger. 

Koenig points to the enormous in- 
crease of cancer as a prominent and 
present result of this deterioration. He 
says cancer probably will be the plague 
from which the coming lower man wii! 
suffer most. He avers that there can 
be no real doubt that cancer Is spread- 
ing rapidly and the quickly increasing 
number of cases is directly attributable 
to modern man’s complex life. 

The learned physiologist declares, too, 
that statistics show heart disease, in 
all its forms, to be increasing. The 
pressure of blood on the walls of man:s. 
arteries and veins is increasing. The 
result is that the walls of human blood 
vessels are growing hard, ‘‘charring 
up” and their elasticity is diminishing;

so that if we go on leading our present: 


full lives we will find in another genera- 
tion or so that our blood vessels will 
be bursting or cracking. 

Human Stomachs Giving Out. 

Equally disheartening is Koenig's out- 
look for man's stomach and his teeth. 
His stomach is growing feebler, losin, 
its power to assimilate food. 

“Who among us can boast of having 
a perfectly healthy stomach?’ he asks 
sadly. 

As for teeth, the Berlin physiologigt 
believes that in a comparatively short 
period man will be toothless. This, with 
the deterioration of his body, will in- 
finitely decrease his pleasure in Hite. 
Koenig admits that there may we @ rem- 
nant of the race who will still find life 
worth living. But the great majority 
of men in cultivated states will be sunk 
in bodily pain and misery. 

Suicide will be the commonest event 
in these days to ‘come.

products by the Chicago Agricultural 
Society demonstrates the success of 
transplanting Jewish immigrants from 
the sweatshops of Chicago to the sun- 
ny fields of the West and Southwest. 

Haggard men, Wwan-eyed and weak 
women and immature and emaciated 
children were taken from factories some 
years ago by the society and shipped 
away, more than 2500 being transported 
the first year. As the ghetto was grad- 
ually extended .by the Jews, coming 
from abroad, aS many as could be per- 
suaded to give up their drudgery were 
removed, and most of these now own 
farms and are happy and prosperous, 
according to officers of the society. 

A. R. Levy, corresponding secretary, 
was the founder of the society in 1888, 
since which time it has been unceasing- 
ly engaged in finding homes for Jews, 
not only those who are wasting their 
lives in the smoke and toils of Chicago, 
but also of New York and other large 
cities. Morris Weil, the president, de- 
clares the success of the movement is 
becoming more pronounced each year, 
and that prospective emigrants from 
Russia are getting in touch with the so- 
ciety to insure their welfare in this 
country. 


Guiding to the Fields. 
“We are trying to keep the Jews out

Gas Company Charges. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


I note in this evening’s paper you repeat the state- 
ment that the gas company have a perpetual charter 
privileging them to charge $1.25 per thousand, among 
other things, until 1920. Please tell us, too, does it 
privilege them to go down the middle of a newly 
paved street with the trenches and when they get 
through just throw back loosely whatever dirt will 
readily go into the trench and put a few old broken 
brick-bats on top as paving? Does it privilege them 
to combine with the electric light company in re- 
straint of competition? Does it privilege them to 
charge us for air instead of gas at the same rate? 
Does it privilege them to knowingly and willfully 
install meters that they know to be fast because 
they are under the impression that the present meter 
does not record as much as they think it ought? 
Unscrew the little posts on yourgfixtures into which 
the tip sets and put a small piece of cotton batting 
in it and then see how your gas bill will go down 
ior one month, but one only, because after the next 
reading youll be surprised some day to see a gas 
company wagon drive up and install a new meter 
that will record as mach as the old one did. Public 
utility corporations have for some time comba’tted 
the theory that they have no right to take into ac- 
count, as a part of the “investment’’ on which they 
are privileged to earn a fair return, their fran- 
chises. Let us reverse the proposition. They have 
openly admitted that they are making as much profit 
at the present time as they did when they were col- 
lecting $1.25 per thousand (without discount). That 
means, therefore, that on discounted illuminating gas 
bills they are making at least 4 per cent and on fuel 
gas 35 cents per thousand. Take the total number of 
feet of each sold and multiply by these figures and 
we have the net profit per year. That amount di- 
vided by six or seven, with two zeros added, gives you 
the value of the franchise. In other words, it Is 4 
fair amount of interest on such an amount, as it is 
6 per cent or 7 per cent of. And then let us tax them

Newcomer Finds Power Rates High. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Two years ago I brought a small manufacturing 
enterprise from a neighboring city to St. Louis. On 
my arrival here was fairly haunted by the Union 
Electric company’s solicitors, who wanted the con- 
tract for supplying my power and light. They sub- 
mitted a reasonable proposition, which I accepted, 
and have since paid their monthly demands promptly, 
My two-years’ contract is about to expire and to im- 
press this expiration on my mind the Union company 
has written me as many as three letters In one day, 
giving notice of withdrawals of former rates anij 
making the outrageous advance in rates for future 
service of 150 per cent. There is absolutely no justl- 
fication for this advancing rates. It is simply the 
result of absorbed competition. The cost is no great- 
er today, if as great, to develop and distribute elec- 
trical energy than it was two years ago. The con- 
stant advancement in the science, improvements in 
appliances and increased tapping of lines all tend 
toward cheapening the proportionate cost of pro- 
While I realize that my individ- 
ual experience or troubles may be of no concern to 
the public, yet it strikes me that as every industry, 
big or little, contributes just so much towards a 
realization of that “million mark,” this “hold-up® 
policy of the light and power monopoly is striking 
at the very root of St. Louis’ industrial growth. The 
rate for power and light is a vital matter with every 
manufacturer, and industries can be either attracted 
or driven away as the rates are reasonable or exor- 
bitant. When you stop to consider the great number 
of electric current users in St. Louis who, like my- 
self, are forced to pay unjust tribute to this “Caesar” 
you will understand the feeling of resentment now 
growing against the public service corporations and 
the discouraging effect it must certainly have with 
prospective industries which might otherwise be at- 
The small manufacturer is not 
justified in operating a steam power plant, therefore 
he is a helpless victim of this greedy power and light 
monopoly. The free bridge is a big thing, but in my 
Opinion it is of no greater importance than the giv- 
ing of substantial encouragement and protection to 
small manufacturers in the way of reasonable rates | 
for power and light. Present conditions here seem to 
call for the early appointment of that Public Utilities 
Commission and the small manufacturers might well 
“take time by the forelock” and organize an Elettric 
Patrons’ Protective Association for the Purpose of 
working out preliminaries and otherwise facilitating 
the proposed investigations by this commission, The 
public, by a united effort, is strong enough to jerk 


any hold-up gang out of their boots.

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PITTSBURG GAS. 


From the Pittsburg (Pa.) Leader. 

The plea of the Philadelphia company 
in the quo warranto proceedings falla fay 
short of answering the charges of the 
city that the monopoly is exacting ex- 
tortionate prices for gas and is not giv- 
ing the people proper street car facill- 
ties. The company faces the natural 
gas proposition with the denial that its 
rates are excessive, although it does so 
in face of the fact that other gas com- 
panies operating in Pittsburg have not 
raised their prices and are doing a high- 
ly profitable business at the old price 
of 2 cents. 

In answer to the charge that the street 
car facilities of Pittsburg are grossly 
inadequate and that men, women and 


children are crowded into the cars like 


cattle, the Philadelphia company at- 
tempts to evade the responsibility by 
the subterfuge that it is not operating 
the street railways system. It tries fo 
beg off with the plea that it is only a 
stockholder of the railways company. 
This pretense is so shallow as to almost 
make one credulous that it would be of- 
fered to an Attorney-General of the 
State for serious consideration. 

Coupled with this sham plea the com- 
pany denies that the conditions of its 
street car service are as bad as paint- 
ed. Not a resident of Allegheny County 
would say they could be worse. The 
responsibility for the condition of the 
local transportation system rests upon 
the monopoly that is crowding its cars, 
to keep down the expenses and swell the 
dividends on its enormous watered 
stock. The people of Allegheny County 
are paying for watered stock by hang- 
ing on the straps. Just here it might 
be added that the city authorities of 
Pittsburg share in the responsibility for 
this condition of affairs. 

The duty of a public service corpora- 
tion, such as the one operating the 
street car system of Pittsburg, is to 
serve the people. This is its primary 
duty, and ag contended by the attorneys 
of the olty at the gas hearing, it is the 
duty of public service corporations to 
give the people satisfactory service, 
even though it greatly reduceg its 
profits. When it falls to do this it has 
violated the fundamental condition upon 
which it was chartered.

Henry Smith’s Case Brought 
Authorities to Full Realiza- 
tion of Hospital Dangers. 





IS FULL OF GERMS 
New Building Now Being 
Erected Modeled After 
New York Structure. 





Henry Smith, who died of consump- 
tion, was buried in potter’s field at 
Edwardsville Monday, Smith was a 
pauper in the Poorhouse. In his death 
lies the subject for a sermon, for by 
the sacrifice of his life many lives will 
be saved in Madison County. 

Smith was brought to Edwardsville 
from Venice two years ago. While 
beating his way on a train he had 
slipped and the wheels passed over his 
left leg at the «nee. He was taken to 
the hospital ward at the poor farm and 
the limb amputated. 

When he was received at the hos- 
pital! Smith was in sound health, but 
his stay in the germ-laden atmosphere 
was sufficient to inoculate him with 
the white plague. 


Doctor Is Indignant. 
Dr. R. 8S. Barnsback, the chief sur- 


geon, declared that it was an outrage 
to call such a disease-laden place a hos- 
pital and averred that it was almost 
sure death for a person to remain there 
any length of time, as experience had 
shown that they almost invariably con- 
tracted consumption. 


The doctor declared the place reeked 
with germs, and that it was criminal 
to send anyone there. Smith, he said, 
had been condemned to death in a place 
which was supposed to afford the chance 
for life. 

Public indignation grew apace, and 
the Board of Supervisors ordered a new 
hospital, modeled after Roosevelt Hos- 
pital in New York, and equipped with 
the latest appliances. 

It is now in course of construction, 
and Smith, from his cot, watched the 
walls rising day by day, and knew that 
his situation had brought about the 
condemnation of the old hospital and 
the erection of one which would be a 
credit. 

Buried in Potter’s Field. 

But he could not live to see it fin- 
ished, and Monday was carted away 
like the other pauper dead and buried 
in an unmarked grave on the hillside 


west of the hospital.

Smith remained a mystery to the last. 


It is believed that the name was not 
his own. He invariably refused to give 
any clew as to his identity, and when 
it Was seen that he was dying Supt. 
©. H. Herman made a final effort to 
learn who his people were and where 
his home was. 

“It doesn’t matter,” said Smith, «nd 
turned his face to Me wall and died. 


WAR VETERAN, JEERED BY
